Japane$e Assault On Port Arthur Not 
As Successful As Anticipated. 


Chefoo. August 30.—Sftvere fightlnij 
was resumed at Port Arthur on August 
27, according to Chinese who left there 
on the evening of the 27th, Between 
August 22 and 26 there v/as some fight- 
ing, but It was less severe than that 
on the 27th. One of the Chinese was 
arrested and compelled to carry the 
dead from the battlefield of Palichuang, 
Vhlch the Japanese attempted to cap- 
ture on August 2G. Thirty carts were 
used to early the dead, numbering 400, 
from the 'trenches and outskirts to the 
city. 
A policeman told the Chinese 
that the eifl'cient soldiers in the garri- 
son i^t Port Arthur numbered 
over 
10,000. A Chinese who lived near Rlh- 
lungshan declares that he saw the Rus- 
sians occupying this fort from which 
previous reports slated that they had 
' been driven. 
Probably both 
reports 
were correct at the time they were cur- 
rent, aa seml-pflicial advices state that

change hands repeatedly. The fighting 
which began on the 27th soon became 
general. 
While the Chinese were at 
iiea, August 28,^ the heavy firing was 
resumed.

Can Hold Out a Month Or Six Weeks. 


St. Petersburg, Aug, 80.—It is re- 
ported from a reliable source that Liou- 
tenant General Stoessel, commander of 
the Russian military forces at Port Ar^ 
thiir, has telegraphed to the emperor, 
thanking him for the recent message 
of encouragement sent to the garrison 
of Port Arthur and saying that the de- 
fenders of the fortress were ready and 
willing to lay down their lives» but 
adding that the garrison has already 
suffered severely and intimating that 
it is hardly possible to hold out for 
more than a month or six weeks. 


GREAT BATTLE MAY BE ON 


This Year's Campaign May Be Settled 
Within 48 Hours. 


S t Peterehurg. Aug. 30.—The great- 
est uncertainty prevails regarding the 
actual situation at Liao Yang.

is Intense anxioty for definite news 
from the front, but even the authori- 
ties are frajikJy Ignorant as to whether 
or not tho long expected decisive ac- 
tion will be fought at Liao Yang or 
further north. 


It Is possible,that a great battle is 
even now proceeding/and there are 
many iurticatioiiR that such Is the case.

One of the Russian correspondents 
'of the Associated Press says the fight- 
ing so far has been confined wholly 
to rear guard actions. The Russian 
forco is now concentrated In a series 
of exceedingly strong positions around 
Liao Yang, but the whole withdrawal 
was in accordance with a prearranged 
plan. 


It Is certain that the armies are nOw 
in closest touch. The Japanese are ad- 
vancing in great force along both of 
the roads converging on Liao Yang, 
but the crucial question, whether it Is 
the main Russia)! army that is concen- 
trated there to receive them or merely 
a strong screen, has not been answered 
up to this date.

Sharp Fighting On Retreat. 
Hsiaotun 
(11 miles east of Liao 
Yang), Aug. 30.---The Russian army 
from Anping debouched upon the Liao 
Yang plain, after fighting a rear guard 
action for nearly JO miles from Anp­ 
ing, bringing its \vounded and burying 
its dead on the way. Six guns are re­ 
ported to have been lost, but a number 
of Japanese were captured, showing 
signs of great fatigue and hardships. 
The enormous army, the last of which 
passed out on the L?.n valley at 5 
o’clock yec?terday afternoon, seems to 
fill the entire plain from the fool hills 
to the ancient walls, and is disposed 
in an orderly manner through the vast 
fields of 
Chinese corn, the soldiers 
singing as they v/ent into camp, de­ 
spite 
their 
unbroken series of re­ 
verses. while the baggage and trans­ 
port trains caught In the muddy rivu­ 
lets attr,f<ct^d the cheery assistance of 
everybody. Tlie line of wounded men 
which 
reached the 
great <?ast gate 
passed eilontly through the streets, as 
deserted as the aisles of (he cata­ 
combs. The litter bearers, with their 
solitary lanterns, presented an im- 
priissive spectacle, aweing the Chi­ 
nese, who today for the first time 
realized the Imminence of a battle. 


Russian’s Loss ^000. 
Harbin, Manchuria, Aug. 30. — The 
Russian losses in the fighting of Au­ 
gust 25 and 26, east and south of Liao 
Yang, were 3000 killed or wounded. 
The great majority of the casualties 
were sustained at Anping. The with- 
drawals of the Russians from their 
front at Anshanshan and from their 
eastern position were made simulta­ 
neously for strategic reasons. 


S E V E R E FIGH TIN G AT FO R T R ESS 


Japanese Assault On Port Arthur Not 
As Successful As Anticipated. 
Chefoo, August 30,—Sftvere fightlnfi 
was resumed at Port Arthur on August 
27, according to Chinese who left there 
on the evening of the 27th, Between 
August 22 and 26 there v/as some fight­ 
ing, but it was less severe than tha:t 
on the 27th. One of the Chinese was 
arrested and compelled to carry the 
dead from the battlefield of Palichuang, 
V/hich the Japanese attempied to cap­ 
ture on August 2G. Thirty carts were 
used to early the dead, numbering 400, 
from the trenches and outskirts to the 
city. 
A policeman told the Chinese 
that the eifi'cient soldiers in the garri­ 
son i^t Port Arthur numbered over 
10,000. A Chinese who lived near Rih- 
lungshan declares that he saw the Rus­ 
sians occupying this fort from which 
previous reports slated that they had 
been driven. 
Probably both reports 
were correct at the time they were cur­ 
rent, as semi-pfiicial advices state that 
many 
positions 
about the 
fortress 
change hands repeatedly. The fighting 
which began on the 27th soon became 
general. 
W hile the Chinese were at 
i>ea, August 28,^ the heavy firing was 
resumed. Two junks containing con­ 
traband of war were sunk by a Japan­ 
ese torpedo boat 10 miles off Liaoti 
Promontory. It is said that fort No. .5 
has changed hands four^times and is 
now unoccupied. The Japanese filled 
the moat in front of this iort with gand 
bag«. 
The Jatjanese are using thousands of 
,Chinese coolies to dig trenches, build 
earthworks aiid drag cannon about. 
The report that hfiavy fighting was re- 
aumed on August 27 agrees with a^tjre- 
vious rumor fi'om a credible source that 
the Japanese ’Ijad planned to resume 
the general attiack on thUt date. 
The»informl^ilon rece?»'ed hei'^^ dur­ 
ing thB*past Week seems to i oniii’iu the 


upon Port Arthur, which began August 
22. was by no means as successful as 
anticipated. 
Althougli the Japanese 
surcpeded in pushins: their lines for­ 
ward* they were unable in any instance 
to occupy the Important positions from 
which they drove the Russians 
They 
succppdcd only in weakening the Rus­ 
sian lines without making important 
alvances In their own. 
The report that the Japanese forces 
before Port Arth\ir have rereived heavy 
reinforcements via Dalny has been con­ 
firmed. This bears out the statement 
from Chinese sources that heavy fight­ 
ing commenced August 27. 
The arrangement of the fortifications 
xt Port Arthur is described by a Rus- 
Blftn as very similar to a chess board, 


upon which every fort, with respect to 
zone covered by its artillery, has the 
moving powers of the Queen in the 
game of chess. Up to the present the 
Japanese have made no attempt to 
occupy any one important fort without 
being subjected to a resistless fire in 
various directions from the other forts. 


Can Hold Out a Month Or Six Weeks. 
St. Petersburg, Aug, 80.—It is re­ 
ported from a reliable source that Lieu­ 
tenant General Stoessel, commander of 
the Russian m ilitary forces at Port Ar­ 
thur, has telegraphed to the emperor, 
thanking him for the recent message 
of encouragement sent to the garrison 
of Port Arthur and saying that the de­ 
fenders of the fortress were ready and 
willing to lay down their lives, but 
adding that the garrison has already 
suffered severely and intimating that 
it is hardly possible to hold out for 
more than a month or six weeks. 


G REA T B A T T LE MAY B E ON 


This Year's Campaign May Be Settled 
Within 48 Hours. 
St. PeterFhurg. Aug. 30.—The great­ 
est uncertainty prevails regarding the 
actual situation at Liao Yang. 
Thero 
is Intense anxiety for definite news 
from the front, but even the authori­ 
ties are frankly ignorant as to whether 
or not tho long expected decisive ac­ 
tion will bo fought at Liao Yang or 
further north. 
It is possible that a great battle is 
even now proceeding,‘and there are 
many indications that such is the case. 
If this is so the fate of this year's 
campaign may bo settled within 48 
hours. A t the same time opinion is al- 
tnost equally divided, many believing 
that 
General Kuropatkin 
will 
not 
make a determined stand and that the 
Japanese \vill crack the shell only to 
find that the bird has fiown. 
One of the Russian correspondents 
'of the Associated Press says the fight­ 
ing so far has been confined wholly 
to rear guard actions. The Russian 
force is now concentrated in a series 
of exceedingly strong positions around 
Liao Yang, but the wiiole withdrawal 
was in accordance with a prearranged 
plan. 
It is certain that the armies are nOw 
in closest touch. The Japanese are ad­ 
vancing in great force along both of 
the roads converging on Liao Yang, 
but the crucial question, whether it is 
the main Russia)! army that is concen­ 
trated there to receive them or merely 
a strong screen, has not been answered 
up to this date.

,table servant to khansamah. and then 
[\\'iU It be easy with the bazaar ac- 
counts in thy keeping, and power in 
the estabHshment, to gather rupees 
till thou canst return to thy home a 
person of wealth and importance, even 
as I did," 


"And what if the Sahib beats me for 
no fault, as thou sayest .will happen 
on occasions?" 


"Take thy beating and say nothing; 
above all things, do not run away. 
The Ferlnghees themselves are brave, 
though they are dogs and sons of dogs, 
and when they 
behold courage in 
others they respect it. A beating does 
little harm; I lived once with a Colonel 
Sahib who gave medicine as a punish- 
ment, and that was bad. 
There are 
certain Sahibs who neither drink, nor 
beat, nor swear, but it is hard for a 
newcomer 
without 
recommendations 
or experience to obtain service with 
such, and the Sahibs whom I served 
in the old days have now all died or 
gone back across 
t'lo 
black 
water 
'many years since. 
Thou wilt have to 
bo content at lirst with what -¿.hou 
canst get, only remember this: obey 
orders without question, quarrel not 
with thy fellow servants, and squan- 
der not thy wages in the bazaar." 


I pondered over the wise w^ords 6f 
my father and laid them up in my 
heart, and I resolved that I would rise, 
even as ho.liad done, to be the head 
servant of a Sahib's household, that In 
time I might return to my village with 
riches and iniluence, 


'When we reached the city we stayed 
for the night in the serai, and until 
dawn I could not rleep for the strange 
eights and sounds, and the crowd that 
came and went; never before had I 
Keen so many men together. 
In the 
morning sunshine we went through the 
Btreets, and I stared at the glittering 
vessels in the brass shops, at the dis- 
play of sweetmeats, toys and jewels, 
and the gay materials shown by the 
cloth merchant. My father bought me 
a ^Yhito muslin coat, a pair of calico 
trousers, tight below the knee, and a 
new puggaree; and we took seats In an 
ekka and drove out to tlie part where 
Sahibs dwell beyond 
the 
city. 
Here it was all open space and broad 
roads, with trees of mango, teak and 
tamarind, and the gardejis were very 
beautiful. 
My father told me that 
tliough the native city was Avide and 
full of people there were but few Sa- 
hibs and no regiments at all, tbough 
he remembered that before the Mutiny 
there had been a large cantonment and 
many sepoys. 


There was no service to be bad at 
Ihe house of the Magistrate Sahib, nor 
iwith the Colonel Sahib of police, nor 
iWith the Doctor Sahib, so we went to 
the bungalow of the I3nglneer Sahib, 
[Who looked after the roads and build- 
ings of the district. 
There we beard 
^tliat a disnwasher was needed, and the 
Khansamah-jce said that if my father 
gave me a backsheesh, and I promised 
liim a percentage of my pay, he could 
Ifct me the place without any recom- 
mendation. 
lie also said that the Kn- 
ifineer Sahib Avas a good Sahib, and 
the service to be desired, and that I 
should be well treated. So after some 
argument my father paid the Khansa- 
muhj who was named Kullan. and I 
gave the promise. 
My father told me 
ajfain to obey orders and answer not 
to abu$e. and then lie left me and .went 
t)»ck to his villuge» 


But after ho had gone I learned from 
the bearer, who was also a follower of 
the Prophet, that 
no 
servant 
over 
stayed long with the Engineer Sahib. 
''For." he said, "the Sahib Is truly a 
devil, and when I am near him my 
fear of him is such that my liver 
melts. 
Sometimes for Aveeks will he 
be quiet, and all wiU go well, and then 
ho will drink too much whisky, and 
for days we shall go in fear of our 
lives." 


I felt angered tliat Kullan should 
have told my father naught of this, 
and though I said nothing I deter- 
mined that, should the chance arise 
to do him an evil in return I would 
remember how he had lied and taken 
my father's money and bound me to 
give him percentage on my pay. 


Wben I beheld my master I could 
v;ell believe that what the bearer had 
told mo was true, for the Sahib had 
hair which was tlie color of a polished 
copper cooking vessel» and the flesh of 
his face was like unto raw meat; he 
ate his food witli haste like a pariah 
dog. and looked about him as though 
he feared an enemy.

samah-jee? And also for the first few 
weeks matters went well. The Sahib

I took care to be dili- 
gent over my work, I learned the ways 
of the compound. 
Kullan taught me 
how to cook (for this saved him trouble 
when he wished to stay late in the 
bazaar), and I helped the bearer to 
brush the Sahib's clothes and to keep 
the rooms tidy. 


But the peace did^not continue. The 
Sahib began to drink much 
whisky, 
and one evening when some matter 
displeased him during dinner he sprang 
at the bearer, who was also table ser- 
vant, and smote him heavily, using 
words that burned my oars as I sat in 
tlie pantry washing the dishes. 
The 
bearer cried out that he was hurt unto 
deatJi, his puggaree came off, and the 
Sahib kicked it through the open door 
and across the verandah 
into 
the 
bushes; then he shook the man as a 
dog will shake vermin, and all the 
time he smote and kicked him and 
roared abuse. 
For some iiours after 
tlie bearer lay in his liouse groanhig. 
and later in the night he took his be- 
longings and ran away without his 
arrears of wages or a Avritten recom- 
mendation. Thus the Khansamah was 
forced to do the bearer's work, as well 
as his own; whereat ho grumbled sore- 
ly, and my duties were doubled also, 
for I now iielped to wait at table; and 
nil tho time I watched for a chanee of 
letting the Sahib see that I feared him 
not, for I remembered my father's 
words. 


Two dn'ys later when the Sahib was 
sitting at breakfast, drinking whislcy 
and eating but little, the Khansamah 
spilled some gravy on the tablecloth, 
and my knees shook as the Sahib rose 
slowly from his seat, looking at Kullan 
with eyes like those of a tiger, walked 
toward him just as the striped one ap- 
proaches Its victim. Kullan knelt and 
prayed 
for 
mercy, but the Sahib 
dragged him over the floor till his coat 
came off in tho Sahib's hand, and he 
kicked tho man along the ground like 
a game ball until ho drove him into the 
veranda, Kullan rose quickly, looking 
like a hunted beast, but before he 
could fiee the Sahib caught him and 
pushed hijn into the lamp closet tliat 
led from the veranda, and locked the 
door. 
lie laughed as he put the pad- 
lock key in liis pocket and heard Kul- 
lan Khansamah crying and smiting at 
the door from the darkness within the 
go-down; v/hen lie turned and saw me 
looking he shook his list at me and 
told nie to go to my w^ork. 


Then the Sahib went to his room 
and lay on the bed and slept, and I 
cleared 
away 
tho 
breakfast 
and 
washed up everything; 
afterward 
1 
Avent to the kitchen and found it emp' 
ty; tho servants' houses 
were 
also 
empty, and none answered to my call. 
They had all lied in fear, Jiavlng, 
doubtless, heard the noise of the Sa- 
hib's rage, and there was no one left 
save I, Kahimudin. 
the 
dishwasher, 
and Kullan, the Khansamah, who was 
crying and calling in the lamp go- 
down. 


Toward sundown a telegram came 
for the Sahib, and, not Avithout mis- 
giving in jny heart, I took it to Jiis 
room. 
He awoke and read the tele- 
gram, and tlien arose In haste, speak- 
ing of trouble concerning a bridge in 
the district, and bidding me pack his 
bag with clothes sutlicient for a day 
and night, and order his trap to be got 
ready and bring him whisky. 


I packed the bag and brought the 
whisky, and I said: 
''Your highness, 
there is no syce in the stables; they 
have all run away; but thy elave can 
harness the horse."

Dost thou understand?" 


I salaamed, and ho 
drove 
away. 
Then did my heart glow within me. 
for now had my opportunity come, and 
tho Sahib should see that I was of 
use. and could obey. All that evening 
I was alone In tho kitchen, and Kul- 
lan cried in the go-down; I fed tho 
horses and the fowls, and after lock- 
ing up the house at night, I took my 
bed and placed it in the veranda that 
I might guard against thieves. 
But I 
could not sleep by reason of the noise 
made by the Khansamah; and I an- 
swered him not. for I feared he might 
persuade me to disobey orders and 
break open the padlock, and I remem- 
bered my father's words. 
Also I was 
glad that Kullan was in trouble, for 
had he not deceived my father and 
taken money under false pretences, 
and did lie Jiot exact percentage from 
my miserable pay as dish washer? 
So I smiled when I heard him beating 
on the door and calling, and I only 
feared that when the Sahib returned 
and let him out. Kullan might kill mo 
for heeding not his entreaties. 
But 
tho Sahib did not return the next 
evening, nor the 
next, 
and I was 
forced to move my bed from the front 
veranda to tho back of the 'house on 
account of the howling of Kullan in 
the go-down, I slept the other side of 
the house, and I kept away from the 
front veranda, but still I could hear 
him walling and. calling, and I re- 
frained from bursting open the pad- 
lock on the door because of the orders 
of the Sahib.

I wished 
to speak and remind him about Kul- 
lan. but it was hard to attract bis at- 
tention. 
I coughed and walked about 
the room and moved the plate on the 
breakfast table, and I took a flip flap, 
and killed flies with some noise.

Then the Sahib caught me by the 
shoulder and shook me backward and 
forward, shouting in mine ear and 
calling me names, and his voice sound- 
ed as though his throat was full of 
dust. He cried out that he had meant 
to return in a day and a night, but 
that the damage to the bridge had de- 
layed bim, and he had forgotten all 
about 
Kullen 
Khansamah, 
and 
he 
cursed me for a fool because I had not 
broken open the padlock. 


**Sahib," I said, and I bowed my 
head before him, **the order v/as that 
Kullan should stay in the go-down 
until the day of thine honor's return. 
This slave did but obey thy 
com- 
mands," 


Then the face of the Sahib graw 
purple, and he choked and gasped and 
fell at my feet wit* foam on his lips, 
and with much effort I got him into 
the house and laid him on his bed. Af- 
terward he was ill for many days, but 
no one, not even the Doctor Sahib or 
the nursemen who came to take care 
of him, ever knew what had hap- 
pened, for before I fetched the Doctor 
Sahib I pushed the body of Kullan 
back into the go-down and left it there 
till the night time, when I burled it 
in a corner of the compound with all 
precaution. 
There were none to wit- 
ness the burial or to ask any question, 
for he was a down country man. and 
I said 
the bazaar that he had de- 
parted to his home. 
AYhile the Sahib 
jay sick I made for him jelly, soup 
and custard, for I bad learned from 
Kullan how to cook, 
I took my turn 
iu .watching by iiis bedbide« and wkeu 


his sense came back I iold. him of what 
I had done. 


For many years after this I was the 
Sahib's head servant on thirty rupees 
a month, and he was as wax iu the 
hands of -his slave Eahimudin. 
I it 
was who had charge of the Sahib's 
keys and kept his money; it was I 
who appointed the other servants and 
exacted percentage from their wages; 
it was I who made payments and 
gave the orders, and the Sahib ever 
settled my accounts 
without 
argu- 
ment. 
I had authority in the com- 
pound; I grew prosperous and had a 
portly figure and a watch and chain. 


Now has the Sahib retired from the 
service of the Government and has 
gone to England, and I. Rahimiidiii, 
have bought land in mine own district 
and have married four wives and am 
a person of importance in the village. 
So it is true what my father had told 
me—that by obeying orders and being 
fearless, may a man rise in the service 
of tho Sahibs and gain wealth and 
honor.—Black and White.

Clock- to Run 30,000 Years. 
A radium clock, which will keep 
time indefinitely, has been constructed 
by Plarri-son Martlndale, of England. 


The clock comprises a small tube, 
in which is placed a minute quantity 
of radium supyortecl In an exliausted 
glass vessel by a quartz rod: To tha 
lower end of tho tube, which is color- 
ed v.iolet by the action of the radium, 
an electroscope formed of two long 
leaves or strips of silver is attached, 
A charge of electricity in which 
there are no beta rays Is transmitted 
through tJie activity of the radium in- 
to the leaves, and the latter thereby 
expand until they touch the sides of 
the vessel, connected to earth by wires, 
which instantly conduct the electric 
charge and the leaves fall together. 


This simple operation 'is repeated 
incessantly every two minutes until 
tho radium is exhausted, 
which 
in 
this instance it "is computed will oc- 
cupy 30,000 years.—Scientific Ameri- 
can.

gone back across t ’lo black w^ater 
*njany years since. Thou wilt have to 
bo content at first with what ihow 
canst get, only remember tills: obey 
orders without question, quarrel not 
with thy fellow servants, and squan­ 
der not thy wages in the bazaar.” 
1 pondered over the wise w^ords 6f 
my father and laid them up In my 
heart, and I resolved that I would rise, 
even as Jie Jiad done, to be the head 
servant of a Sahib’s liousehold, that in 
time I might return to my village with 
riches and inliuence. 
'Wheu we reached the city we stayed 
for the night in the serai, and until 
dawn I could not rleep for the strange 
sights and sounds, and the crowd that 
came and went; never before had I 
Keen so many men together. 
In the 
morning sunshine we went through the 
streets, and I stared at the glittering 
vessels in the brass shops, at the dis­ 
play of sweetmeats, toys and jewels, 
and the gay materials shown by the 
cloth merchant. My father bought me 
a w^hito muslin coat, a pair of calico 
trousers, tight below the knee, and a 
new puggaree; and we took seats in an 
okka and drove out to the part where 
«iw» Sahibs dwell beyond the 
city. 
Kei’e it was all open space and broad 
roads, with trees of mango, teak and 
tamarind, and the gardens were very 
' beautiful. 
My father told me that 
Hiough the native city was wide and 
full of people there Avere but few Sa­ 
hibs and uo regiments at all, though 
he remembered that before the Mutiny 
there had been a large cantonment and 
many sepoys. 
There was no service to be iiad at 
the house of the Magistrate Sahib, nor 
l^vith the Colonel Sahib of police, nor 
¡with the Doctor Sahib, so we went to 
the bungalow of the Engineer Sahib, 
iwho looked after the roads and build­ 
ings of the district. 
There we heard 
itliat a disnwasher was needed, and the 
Khansamah-jee said that if any father 
gave me a backsheesh, and I xu’omised 
liim a percentage of my pay, he could 
get me the place without any recom­ 
mendation. He also said that the En­ 
gineer Sahib Ava» a good Sahib, and 
the service to be desired, and that I 
should be well treated. So after some 
argument my father paid the Khansa- 
mah, wJio was named Kulian, and I 
gave the promise. My father told me 
again to obey orders and answer not 
to abuse, and then he left me and .went 
back to hl8 villugew 


But after lie had gone I learnod from 
the bearer, who was also a follower of 
the Prophet, that no servant ever 
Rta,ved long with the Engineer Sahib. 
“For,” he said, “the Sahib is truly a 
devil, and when I am near him my 
fear of him is such that my liver 
molts. 
Sometimes for weeks will he 
be quiet, and all will go well, and then 
ho will drink too much whisky, and 
for days wo shall go in fear of our 
lives.” 
I felt angered tliat Kulian should 
have told my father naught of this, 
and though I said, nothing I deter­ 
mined that, should the chance arise 
to do him an evil in return I would 
remember how he had lied and taken 
my father’s money and bound me to 
give him percentage on my pay. 
WJien I beheld my master I could 
v;ell believe that what the bearer had 
told me was true, for the Sahib had 
hair which was tlie color of a polished 
copper cooking vessel^ and the flesh of 
his face was like unto raw meat; he 
ate his food, witli haste like a pariah 
dog, and looked about him as though 
he feared an enemy. 
Nevertheless, I 
stayed in his service, for was I not 
more or less in bondage to the Khan- 
samah-jee? And also for the first few 
weeks matters went well. The Sahib 
sometimes beat and abused the other 
servants, but not badly, and me lie 
never noticed. I toolc care to be dili­ 
gent over my work, I learned the ways 
of the compound. 
Kulian taught me 
how to cook (for this saved him trouble 
when he wished to stay late in the 
bazaar), and I helped the bearer to 
brush the Sahib’s clothes and to keep 
the rooms tidy. 
But the peace did^not continue. The 
Sahib began to drinlc much whisky, 
and one evening when some matter 
displeased him during dinner he sprang 
at the bearer, who was also table ser­ 
vant, and smote him heavily, using 
words that burned my ears as I sat in 
tlie pantry washing the dishes. 
The 
bearer cried out that lie was hurt unto 
deatli, his puggaree came off, and the 
Sahib kicked it through the open door 
and across the verandah into the 
bushes; then he shook the man as a 
dog will shake vermin, and all the 
time he smote and kicked him and 
roared abuse. 
For some Jiours after 
tlie bearer lay in his house groaning, 
and later in the night he took his be­ 
longings and ran away Avithout his 
arrears of wages or a written recom­ 
mendation. Thus the Khansamah was 
forced to do the bearer’s work, as well 
as his own; whereat ho grumbled sore­ 
ly, and my duties wore doubled also, 
for I now lielped to wait at table; and 
all the time I watched for a chance of 
letting the Sahib see that I feared him 
not, for I remembered my father’s 
words. 
Two drfys later when the Sahib was 
sitting at breakfast, drinking whisky 
and eating but little, the Khansamali 
spilled some gravy on the tablecloth, 
and my knees shook as the Sahib rose 
slowly from his seat, looking at Kulian 
with eyes like those of a tiger, walked 
toward him just as the striped one ap­ 
proaches its victim. Kulian knelt and 
prayed 
for 
mercy, but the Sahib 
dragged him over the floor till his coat 
came olT in the Sahib’s hand, and he 
kicked the man along the ground like 
a game ball until he drove him into the 
veranda. Kulian rose quickly, looking 
like a hunted beast, but before he 
could flee the Sahib caught him and 
pushed him into the lamp closet tliat 
led from the veranda, and locked the 
door, lie laughed as he put the pad­ 
lock key in liis pocket and heard Kul­ 
ian Khansamah crying and smiting at 
the door from the darkness within the 
go-down; v/hen he turned and saw me 
looking he shook his fist at me and 
told me to go to my w^ork. 
Then the Sahib went to his room 
and lay on the bed and slept, and I 
cleared 
away 
the 
breakfast 
and 
washed up everything; 
afterward I 
went to the kitchen and found it emp­ 
ty; the servants’ Jiouses 
were 
also 
empty, and none answered to my call, 
They had all fled in fear, Jiaving, 
doubtless, heard the noise of the Sa­ 
hib’s rage, and there was no one left 
save I, Kahimudin, 
the dishwasher, 
and Kulian, the Khansamah, who was 
crying and calling in the lamp go- 
down. 
Toward sundown a telegram came 
for the Sahib, and, not without mis­ 
giving in my heart, I toolc it to his 
room. 
He awoke and read the tele­ 
gram, and tlieu arose in haste, speak­ 
ing of trouble concerning a bridge in 
the district, and bidding me pack his 
bag with clothes sutiicient for a day 
and night, and order his trap to be got 
ready and bring him whisky. 
I packed the bag and bi’ought the 
whisky, and I said: 
“Your highness, 
there is no syce in the stables; they 
have all run away; but thy clave can 
harness the horse.’' 
I went straightway, and with trouble 
and patience I put the horse to the 
cart &ud brought it to the door. The 


Sahib did not beat me, though from 
want of knowledge I had done it bad 
ly, and when I told him there were uo 
servants left at all, he cursed thoyn 
and bade me stay and take care of 
everything until ho should return. 
I asked him: “What are the orders 
concerning Kulian Khansamah, who 
is imprisoned within the 
lamp 
go- 
down?” 
He laughed, and the sound 
was like the cry of the hyena around 
the walls of the village at dusk. 
“The order is that he stay there till 
I return. Dost thou understand?*' 
I salaamed, and he 
drove 
away. 
Then did my heart glow within me, 
for now had my opportunity come, and 
the Sahib should see that I was of 
use, and could obey. All that evening 
I was alone in the kitchen, and Kul­ 
ian cried in the go-down; I fed the 
horses and the fowls, and after lock­ 
ing up the house at night, I toolc my 
bed and placed it in the veranda that 
I might guard against thieves. But I 
could not sleep by reason of the noise 
made by the Khansamah; and I an­ 
swered him not, for I feared he might 
persuade me to disobey orders and 
break open the padlock, and I remem­ 
bered my father’s words. Also I was 
glad that Kulian was in trouble, for 
had he not deceived my father and 
taken money under false pretences, 
and did lie not exact percentage from 
my miserable pay as dish washer? 
So I smiled when I heard him beating 
on the door and calling, and I only 
feared that when the Sahib returned 
and let him out, Kulian might kill me 
for heeding not his entreaties. 
But 
the Sahib did not return the next 
evening, nor the 
next, 
and I Avas 
forced to move my bed from the front 
veranda to the back of the 'house on 
account of the howling of Kulian in 
the go-clown, I slept the other side of 
the house, and I kept away from the 
front veranda, but still I could hear 
him wailing and. calling, and I re­ 
frained from bursting open the pad­ 
lock on the door because of the orders 
of the Sahib, On the fourtli day the 
Sahib had not returned, and the voice 
of Kulian was hoarse and faint; by 
the sixth day it was altogether silent 
and I thought, “Now ;.hall I rise to be 
chief servant, and I shall appoint and 
have dominion over the other servants; 
also now vrill the household accounts 
be in my hands, and I shall amass 
wealth.” 
> When the Sahib came back on the 
morning of the seventh day he looked 
weary, and as though lie had suffered 
much care and anxiety; he took no 
notice of me, nor did he aslc any ques­ 
tions. I led his horse and traps to the 
stables; I got his bath and laid out his 
clean clothes, and brought his .break­ 
fast; and all the time he was deep in 
tliought, and was making figures Avith 
a pencil on a piece of paper. I wished 
to speak and remind him about Kul­ 
ian, but it Avas hard to attract his at­ 
tention. I coughed and AA^’alked about 
the room and moved the plate on the 
breakfast table, and I took a flip flap, 
and killed flies w’ith some noise. 
At 
last Avhen the Sahib began to light a 
big cheroot, I craved permission to 
speak, and. he told me to say what I 
had. to say quickly, and not to disturb 
him. 
“Sahib,” I said wlih humility, “con­ 
cerning the matter of Kullen Khan­ 
samah, who is in the go-down; it is 
necessary to get out the lamp oil.” 
He stared at me for maybe one min­ 
ute, and then he dropped the cheroot, 
and his red face became Avhite as my 
clean muslin coat. He rose and pushed 
me aside, saying • no Avord, and he 
strode into the veranda, I follOAving 
him. 
He searched for a^ key of the 
padlock in his pockets^ but found it. 
not; so he wrenched the chain from 
the Avoodwork of the door with great 
force, and the dead body of Kulian 
Khansamah fell out of the go-down 
face doAvnAvard on the veranda floor. 
Then the Sahib caught me by the 
shoulder and sliook me backward and 
forward, shouting in mine ear and 
calling me names, and his A'oice sound­ 
ed as though his throat was full of 
dust. He cried out that he had meant 
to return in a day and a night, but 
that the damage to the bridge had de­ 
layed him, and he had forgotten all 
about Kullen Khansamah, and he 
cursed me for a fool because I had not 
broken open the padlock. 
“Sahib,” I said, and I bOAved my 
head before him, “the order v»"as that 
Kulian should stay in the go-down 
until the day of thine honor’s return. 
This slave did but obey thy com- 
mands,’* 
Then the face of the Sahib graw 
purple, and he choked and gasped and 
fell at my feet Aviti foam on his lips, 
and Avith much effort I got him into 
the house and laid him on his bed. Af­ 
terward he Avas ill for many days, but 
no one, nut even the Doctor Sahib or 
the nursemen avIio came to take care 
of him, ever knew^ Avhat had hap­ 
pened, for before I fetched the Doctor 
Sahib I pushed the body of Kulian 
back into the go-down and left it there 
till the night time, Avhen I buried it 
in a corner of the compound with all 
precaution. 
There Avere none to wit­ 
ness the burial or to ask any question, 
for he Avas a down country man, and 
I said 1a the bazaar that he had de­ 
parted to his home. 'NYhile the Sahib 
lay sick I made for him jelly, soup 
and custard, for I bad learned from 
Kulian how to cook, I took my turn 
iu .watching by his bedside, and wheu 


his sense came back I told, him of what 
I had done. 
For many years after this I was the 
Sahib’s head servant on thirty rupee# 
a month, and he was as wax in the 
hands of -his slave Eahimudin. 
I it 
Avas Avho had charge of the Sahib’s 
keys and kept his money; it Avas I 
Avho appointed the other servants and 
exacted percentage from their Avages; 
it A\*as I Avho made payments and 
gaA^e the orders, and the Sahib ever 
settled my accounts 
w^ithout 
argu­ 
ment. 
I had authority in the com­ 
pound; I grew prosperous and had a 
portly figure and a Avatch and chain, 
Noav has the Sahib retired from the 
service of the Government and has 
gone to England, and I, Rahimudih, 
have bought land in mine OAvn district 
and haA^e married four AA'ives and am 
a person of importance in the A^llage. 
So it is true A\'hat my father had told 
me—that by obeying orders and being 
fearless, may a man rise in the serA^ice 
of the Sahibs and gain Avoalth and 
honor.—BIack and White.

Clock* to Run 30,000 Years. 
A radium clock, Avh'xch Avill keep 
time »indefinitely, has been constructed 
by Harrison Martindale, of England. 
The clock comprises a small tube, 
in which is placed a minute quantity 
of radium supported In an exJiausted 
glass vessel by a quartz rod: 
To the 
lower end of the tube, Avhich is color­ 
ed Viiolet by the action of the radium, 
an electroscope formed of two long 
leaves or strips of silver is attached. 
A charge of electricity in v/hich 
there are no beta rays is transmitted 
through the activity of the radium in­ 
to the leaves, and the latter thereby 
expand until they touch the sides of 
the vessel, connected to earth by wires, 
which instantly conduct the electric 
charge and the leaves fall together. 
This simple operation 'is repeated 
incessantly every two minutes until 
the radium is exhausted, 
Avhich 
in 
this instance it Is computed Avill oc­ 
cupy 30,000 years.—Scientific Ameri* 
can.

The new Dawson-Lauder

sun. 
A hood protects tho slit from 
diffused light and allows an error of 
about half an hour in tho clock before 
sunlight is cut off from tho sVit.

along tho axis of tho cylinder, so that 
the record of a number of days is ob- 
tained, 
ono 
bolow 
tho 
otlier. 
The 
chloride of silver paper makes possi- 
ble a standard of intensity of sunshine 
which can be reproduced. 
The same 
size of paper is employed at all sea- 
sons, and the instrumrut can be used 
in polar as well as temperate latitudes.

/R'ould have called in force of body,

A New Sunshine Recorder, 


Tho now Dawson-Lauder sunshino 
recorder consists of a drum on which 
silver chloridó paper is fastened under 
a film of celluloid. An outer cover is 
rotated by clockwork in 24 hours, and 
a narrow slit is thus directed to tho 
sun. 
A hood protects tho slit from 
diffused light and allows an error of 
about half an hom' in tho clock beforo 
sunlight is cut off from the slit. 
The 
drum with Uio sensitive paper travels 
along tho axis of tho cylinder, so that 
the record of a number of days is ob­ 
tained, ono below tho otlier. 
Tho 
chloride of silver paper makes pos&i« 
ble a standard of intensity of sunshine 
which can be reproduced. 
The same 
sdze of paper is employed at all sea* 
sons, and the instrumrnt can be used 
in polar as well as temperate latitudes.

First storm period extends from the 4th 
ito the 10th. 
Quite a combination of dis­ 
turbing causes bear on this period, name- 
1y: Vulciin, ^lercury, Venus and Earth. 
It IB plainly evidident to every careful 
iitndent of our storm diagrams that this is 
« period in which very general and per­ 
haps, violent disturbances arc reasonably 
'exix‘Cti»(L It is also quito apparent that 
this period promises to run into a contin­ 
ued epell of thfeateningand stormy weath­ 
er, In addition to all tho causes named 
from about Sejitember 5 to 16 is an annual 
period in which the Earth passes a maxi- 
inimi of magnetic and electrical disturb- 
iancea As e<irly as the Gth look for grow­ 
ing warmth, falling barometer and other 
decided indications of approaching storms. 
Abput the 6th to the 10th wide-reaching 
and severe storms of rain, thunder and 
whid will sweep over most parts of the 
XX)untry. This is a time when dangerous 
^juinoflial gales and hurricanes are more 
than probable in all tho gulf and South 
Atlantic coast regions.

A piece of tin or

zinc will do. or a china plate, earthen 
pie dish or pane of glass.

vanced from twenty-iive to thirty per 
cent, during the last ninety days.^ 


Though perhaps not one person'in a 
thousand is aware of the fact, nearly 
every man and boy in 
the 
United 
States is daily 
wearing 
vegetable 
ivory, as the greater part of the coat 
and vest button supply of the world 
is made from this product. 
The nuts 
from w^hich it is made grow wild in 
the forests of Colombia and Ecuador 
and are imported 
into 
the 
United 
States 
in 
quantities 
varying 
from 
S.000,000 to 10,000,000 pounds a year. 
Each pound makes several 
hundred 
gross of buttons, which are dyed to 
match 
the color of the. cloth 
with 
.ivhich they are to be used. 


The nuts grow upon a tree somewhat 
similar to the palm, the fruit growing 
in a pod. larger than a cocoanut, which 
contains a large number of nuts, from 
the milky inside of which is produced 
the hard substance used in 
making 
buttons. 
The nuts are gathered by the 
South American Indians and taken in 
boats to the 
nearest 
transportation 
point. 
The market price here is from 
two and a half to four and a half 
cents a prund.

'•The important matter now before 
the friends of good reads is to arouse 
the people to a realization ol' their r(- 
sponsibility in securing favorable State 
and National legislation on the sub- 
ject. 
The small pittance appropriated 
for the use of the Good Roads Bureau 
of the Department of Agriculture is 
entirely out of proportion to the money 
appropriated for other objects of a 
public nature when their relative im- 
portance is considered.' 


"Another important matter is tlie 
construction of roads adapted to the 
needs of travel over them. 
Much 
harm has come to the good roads move- 
ment in some sections of the country 
through the advocacy of more e:vpcn- 
sive roads than the resources of the 
people would warrant and 
demand. 
Costly stone roads are economical up- 
on portions of our highways, but we 
must not overlook the fact that there 
is a vast mileage of roads that could 
be permanently improved by the judi- 
cious expenditure of a comparatively 
small sum of money per mile. 
We 
should give due prominence to this 
fact in considering the matter from a 
State or National standponit. 


"As

Grange, I desire to say a word for the 
farmers of the country in regard to 
National aid for road building. 
The 
farmers have been loyal to the inter- 
ests of the nation in every emergency 
in the past.

Kxpcrlineiitfi For Piifitless KoadK. 


English road builders are working 
on the dustless road problem. 
An ex- 
periment is being conducted in West 
Sussex County, the results of which 
will be watched by all who are inter- 
ested in the impra^ement of our high- 
v/ays. 
The object of those in charge 
of the experiment is to make a road, 
having a smooth surface, which shall 
be dustless and at the same time resist 
the percola^on of water. 


The stones used, Cherbourg quarl;2- 
Jte, are placed on iron plates over a 
flue, when they remain until ail moist- 
ure is expelled; they are then spread 
out for the purpose of cooling. 
The 
next step is to make a deposit of them 
about half a foot thick on a wooden 
plntfonn which has been covered with 
tar and a little pitch, live galjons to a 
ton of stone, when they are turned 
over and over until well covered with 
the' tar. 
After maturing 
they 
are 
spread on the roadbed, which has beer 
prepared to a depth 
of 
nearly 
six 
inches, sprinkled with sand and con- 
solidated by a ten-ton roller.—Good 
Koads Magazine.

and sometimes psychical, and the syni. 
toms manifested are both physical and 
mental. The physical symptoms com­ 
prise cold feelings and chills of the 
scalp and body, general lassitude, inco 
ordination of voluntary movements fai 
more apparent than real, emotlona' 
coloring of speech, and vertigo wliici: 
is dependent upon vasomotor cerebra’ 
disturbances or upon digestive troub 
les. 
In the anxious states there arc- 
ahvays circulatory troubles, such as 
accelerated heart-beat, irregularity oi 
the heart’s action, iieightened arteria^ 
tension and coldness of the extremi 
lies. 
Respiratory disturbances are al­ 
so present. 
The psj'chial symptoms af **anxie- 
ty*' include various degrees of vague- 
dread 
and 
apprehensiveness, 
often 
taking definite forms, in which ease 
they are designated as “phobias*' oi 
“obessions of fear,’' weakening of the 
capacity of attention and of memory, 
and a tendency to confusion of ideas 
Hallucinations of the senses are prone 
to occur.

“The development and prosperity 
of any State or nation depend in 
some degree upon the transportation 
facilities provided; and such facilities 
include not only our rivers and har­ 
bors and our great railway and steam­ 
boat companies, but also tho highways 
over which all our products and ail 
our people are transported. 
“The important matter now before 
tho friends of good reads is to arouse 
the people to a realization oi’ their n-- 
sponsibility in securing favorable State 
and National legislation on the sub­ 
ject. Tho small pittance appropriated 
for the use of the Good Roads Bin*eau 
of the Department of Agriculture is 
entirely out of proportion to the money 
appropriated for other objects of a 
public nature when their relative im­ 
portance is considered.' 
“Another important matter is the 
construction of roads adapted to tho 
needs of travel over them. 
Much 
harm has come to tho good roads move- 
ment in some sections of tho country 
through the advocacy of more expen­ 
sive roads than the resources of tho 
people would warrant and demand. 
Costly stone roads are economical up­ 
on portions of our highways, but we 
must not overlook tho fact that thi^re 
is a vast mileage of roads that could 
be permanently improved by the judi­ 
cious expenditure of a comparatively 
small sum of money per mile. 
We 
should give due prominence to this 
fact in considering tho matter from a 
State or National standpoint. 
“As an 
official 
of the 
National 
Grange, I desire to say a word for the 
farmers of the country in regard to 
National aid for road building. 
The 
farmers have been loyal to the inter­ 
ests of the nation in every emergency 
in the past. 
They have contributed 
their full share in proportion to their 
wealth to the revenues for the support 
of the Government. The ablest states­ 
men and most successful buslnops 
men, contributing to the development 
and prosperity of the eountrj’, point 
to 
the farms 
as their 
birthplace. 
When our country has been in danger, 
the farmer boys have responded nobly 
to her defense. ’We have uncomplain­ 
ingly contributed our share to the 
enormous expenditures of the National 
Government for river and harbor im­ 
provements, the construction of can­ 
als and the erection of costly build­ 
ings in our great cities, and avo do not 
regret it,

An ex­ 
periment is being conducted In West 
Sussex County, tho results of which 
will be watched by all who are inter­ 
ested in the impra\ement of our hlgh- 
v/ays. 
The object of those in charge 
of the experiment is to make a road, 
having a smooth surface, which shall 
be dustless and at the same time resist 
the percola^on of water. 
The stones used, Cherbourg quartz- 
ite, are placed on iron plates over a 
flue, when they remain until ait moist* 
ure is expelled; they are then spread 
out for the purpose of cooling. 
The 
next BXej) is to make a deposit of them 
about hiilf a foot thick on a wooden 
platform which has been covered with 
tar and a little pitch, five galjons to n 
ton of stone, when they are turned 
over and over until well covered with 
the* tar.

spread on the roadbed, which has beep 
prepared to a depth of nearly 
sis 
inches, sprinkled with sand and con­ 
solidated by a ten-ton rollei*,—Good 
Roads Magazine.
